by Mark Gruner and Christopher 
K. Brown, Taplinger Publishing, 
$3.95. 

* Does a person's date of birth 
actually reveal his or her true 
character traits, and point to those 
days, months, and years that will 
prove significant? The answer, 
according to the author of this 
intriguing new book, is Yes. 
What's more, you can judge 
someone's character, find his 
strengths and weaknesses, even 
foretell his future by analyzing the 
numbers of his birth date.

A thematic 
study of how artists express the 
principal fears and anxieties of 
modem man. It is as compelling 
as it is timely. 

The author, a professor at New 
York University's Institute of Fine 
Arts, has organized his material 
by subject and accompanies it 
with trenchant critical and psy¬ 
chological an£dyses. 

LIVING YOUR DREAMS, by 
Gayle Delaney, Harper & Row, 
$8.95. 

The dreamer can control and 
manipulate his/her dreams to 
help solve problems, raise con¬ 
sciousness, and enrich everyday 
life.

Strange 2ind Unknown 



The Swiss author Eric von 
Daniken, after receiving great 
recognition from his books Chari- 
ots of the Gods and Gods From 
Outer Space is now being called to 
task. 

Von Daniken has tried to prove 
that ancient astronauts visited our 
planet thousands of years ago, 
that they used prehistoric airfields 
and were instrumental in setting 
up the giant stone images on 
Easter Island. He has seen, in a 
Mayan carving, an ancient astro¬ 
naut crouched in a rocket, with 
breathing apparatus and manipu¬ 
lating controls on a panel. These 
are but a few of his claims. 

He seems to have produced 
sufficient evidence to prove what 
he feels to be true but, taking a 
second look, we find that some 
things are incomplete and not 
quite true. Perhaps he started out 
in good faith—but there are some 
questions. 

Much attention is focused on 
the Maya; they remain mysterious 
and even so-called “authorities" 
do not know for sure if they are 
correct in their views. -The huge 
sarcophagus lid, covering a burial 
chamber in the Temple of inscrip¬ 
tions, does indeed look like an 
astronaut in a rocket—is it? One 
who considers himself an expert 
on Mayan symbols and inscrip¬ 
tions claims the carving on the lid 
clearly shows a Mayan with 
ceremonial headdress, earrings, 
jewels, chains and bracelets. 
These, he says, were commonly 
worn by Mayans. Gestures with 
the hands were commonly shown 
in Mayan art and the hand is not 
holdi^ anything on a “control 
panefr The “rocket flames" is 
nothing more than the design of 
two serpents, again a common 
design in Mayan art. It also 
contains a cross and a bird. The 


Mayan is believed to represent 
the body of the one who was 
buried within. 

This, of course, may also be a 
wrong interpretation so we cannot 
call Von Daniken wrong. But we* 
can question the absolute. No¬ 
thing must be called or assumed 
absolute so long as there is still a 
question. 

There is also a dispute as to 
whether the lines on the Plain of 
Nazca were landing strips for 
ancient astronauts. One German 
scientist who has been studying 
these lines for many years says 
that the Nazca people themselves 
made these lines easily for their 
own use. It is a giant astronomical 
calendar and the animals are 
symbols of the seasons. Here 
again we have only two differing 
opinions so not too much can be 
said. But, has Von Daniken deli¬ 
berately deceived his readers on 
some points? It seems so! 

In the picture portion of “Char¬ 
iots of the Gods" is a photo 
showing “a strange marking on 
the Plain of Nazca very reminis¬ 
cent of the aircraft parking areas 
in a modem airport." The photo 
shown is only a tail section of a 
giant bird, a partial photo, and 


when Von Daniken was asked 
about this he commented that this 
was not his picture. However, the 
implication was never corrected. 

In his book “Gold Of The 
Gods," Von Daniken claims that 
he saw and photographed man¬ 
made tunnels in Equador, filled 
with gold artifacts from an ancient 
and unknown civilization. 

Von Daniken has admitted that 
he, in fact, did not take that 
picture and was not in that tunnel.

THE YOWIE: 

AUSTRAUA’S BIGFOOT 


In July 1978, a man and his son 
saw a group of large ape-like 
creatures near the town of Nar- 
ooma, New South Wales, Austra¬ 
lia. Tie creatures were covered 
with long brown hair, and their 
heads sat directly on their shoul¬ 
ders. They stood on two legs in a 
stooped posture, moving about 
with an unusual loping gait. 

What tiie man and his son saw 
were Yowies, the Australian ver¬ 
sion of Bigfoot and the Abomin¬ 
able Snowman. “Yowie” is an 
Aboriginal word which means 
“great hairy man,!' a description 
which aptly fits the creature. 
There have been some 3,000 
reported sightings of the beast 
since 1795. 

One of the most intriguing 
Yowie sightings occurred in 1935. 
The witness was a ten-year-old 
boy who was visiting his grand¬ 
parents’ dairy farm near South 
lismiye. New South Wales. The 
time was nine o’clock on a moonlit 
winter’s night. 

“I was standing on the veran¬ 
da of the farmhouse when I 
thought I saw a man walking 


across the paddock from the 
direction of the hills,’’ the witness 
told investigators several years 
after the incident. “I remember 
that as it walked towards the 
house my grandfather’s horse 
started to kick up a hell of a fuss in 
its yard. I went inside and told my 
grandfather that someone was 
coming. When he came outside 
and saw what it was he pushed me 
inside, blew out the lamp in the 
living room, and grabbed his rifle. 
My grandparents then took me 
into the kitchen and we all 
watched through a small window 
as the creature walked past the 
house.’’ 

The Yowie, its body illuminated 
by the bright moonlight, 
approached to within 25 yards of 
the house. “Its head didn’t seem 
to have a neck but was sitting 
straight on its shoulders,’’ the 
witness said. “It also looked as if 
it had a hunched back, but it was 
standing up straight. It was much 
thicker around the shoulders and 
chest than a man. 

‘ ‘After walking past the house it 
hesitated for a few seconds near

the sulky shed, then kept on 
walking. My grandfather thought 
it was going to go into the shed. 
We lost sight of the animal when 
it disappeared behind the dairy. 
My grandfather said that it was 
gone and wouldn’t come back. 

“h^ grandfather told me it was 
the same creature he had seen up 
in a gully on the property only a 
few years earlier. He said he had 
ridden into the gully to pick some 
guavas when he saw the creature 
come down one side of the gully, 
cross a small creek, then climb up 
the other side of the hill. I 
remember his telling me that his 
horse had played up very badly 
when the creature came into view. 
My grandfather said not to talk 
about what we had seen because 
people would not believe me.’’ 

On April 4, 1968, Mrs. Mabel 
Walsh and her nephew John saw a 
Yowie in Narrabeen Lakes. “I was 
doing 45 miles per hour along the 
Wakehurst Parkway beside Nar¬ 
rabeen Lakes when we saw the 
thing,’’ Mrs. Walsh told report¬ 
ers. “We both said at once,‘Look 
at that!’ and pointed to the

creature. It was standing with its 
feet in shallow water. It ambled 
out and ran into the scrub. It had a 
strange, shuffling walk, but it was 
quite fast. It was a peculiar-look¬ 
ing thing. Fve never seen any¬ 
thing like it.” f 

According to Mrs. Walsh, the 
Yowie’s height was less than that 
of an average-sized man. It had 
”dark gray, tough, leathery 
skin,” an unusually long nose, 
and thick legs. 

”I know ril be criticized,'' Mrs. 
Walsh admitted, ”but I can take 
it. I saw that creature. Call me a 
nut, but I saw it. I'm sure I saw 
it.” 

In November 1976, Mrs. 
Thelma Crewe saw two enormous¬ 
ly-built Yowies standing on the 
lawn of her home in Woodenbong, 
New South Wales. The creatures 
were approximately five feet tall, 
and their head sat directly atop 
their shoulders. They were cover¬ 
ed with tan-colored hair that was 
six inches longer on their arms 
than on the rest of their bodies. 
The Yowies stood on the lawn for 
about five minutes before walking 
down Mrs. Crewe's driveway and 
disappearing. 

The foUowmg year, one of Mrs. 
Crewe's neighbors had a close 
encoimter with a Yowie. At 2:30 
a.m. on August 10, 1977, the 
woman was awakened by her 
dog’s frightened yelping and a 
high-pitched screaming which she 
could not identify. Puzzled, she 
went to her back door and 
switched on the yard light. 

I went down the steps and ran 
into the backyard when I suddenly 
saw the'creature directly in front 
of me,” she reported. ”It was 
sitting on its haunches. Its arms 
were wrapped around the dog one 
above the other. The creature 
looked^raight up at me for a few 
moments and then dropped the 
dog. It held its arms away from its 
body as it slowly stood up. It then 
backed away from me toward the 
grape trellis, but it never took its 
eyes off me. The creature stood 


there for a few moments making 
these strange, deep, grunting 
noises. The noises were very loud. 
It then ran off down the side of the 
house.” 

The witness gave investigators 
an excellent description of the 
beast. It stood about six feet tall.

she said, and it was covered with 
brown hair. It had long arms, a 
wide chest, narrow hips, and very 
^rong-looking legs. Its head was 
small and neckless, and its facial 
featues were ape-like. 

“Its head was very small com,- 
pared to the rest of its body,” the 
woman recalled, “and the hair 
was close-cropped and fell down 
over its forehead. The rest of the 
face didn’t seem to have much 


hair over it. When the Yowie held 
out its arms after dropping the 
dog, I noticed that it had long 
gingery-colored hair hanging from 
the bottoms of its arms. The hair 
seemed to be very well groomed 
and flowing like a girl’s would. 
The shoulder hair was dark brown 
with a grayish tinge. One of the 
things I noticed about the Yowie 
was the horrible stench. The only 
thing I could compare it with 
would be a ferret.’’ 

The woman’s dog was bruised 
and bleeding, but it was still alive. 
Later that morning, searchers 
discovered a number of distinct 
five-toed prints beside the house 
and the grape trellis. A reporter 
from the Lismore Northern Star 
also found three seven-inch 
strands of brown hair on a fence 
post near where the creature had 
stood. 

The joiimalist had planned to 
I give the strands of hair to Profes¬ 
sor B. Rigsby of Queensland 
University for analysis, but the 
scholar was something less than 
open-minded. “I suggest you go 
looking for a guy in an apesuit,’’ 
Rigsby stated before he had even 
seen the evidence. “There is no 
reliable recurrable evidence for 
Yowies, Abominable Snowmen, 
Yetis, .Bigfoot, or whatever they 
are called. I believe you simply 
won’t find a human primate of this 
sort in Australia.’’ 

Not all Australian scientists 
would agree with Professor 
Rigsby, however. One who would 
definitely disagree is anthropolo¬ 
gist Rex Gilroy, the director of the 
Mt. York Natural History Mu- 
seiim. Gilroy has been collecting 
reports of Yowie sightings for 
almost nine years, and he is 
convinced that the cre'ature does 
exist. 

Gilroy first became interested 
in the Yowie following his sighting 
of the beast in the Jameison 
Valley in 1970. “As I rested upon 
a rock near the Ruined Castle rock 
formation eating sandwiches,’’ he

STRANGE HAPPENINGS 
IN OUR HOUSE 


There is no other way to explain 
the incidents that happened in the 
home of Joe Hyams and wife Elke 
Sommer, except to say that a 
ghost lived with them. Dozens of 
people witnessed the strange 
goings-on over a three year per¬ 
iod, until the pressures became 
unbearable and the Hyams sold 
the home.

In desperation, Joe even allow¬ 
ed various psychics to enter the 
house and each of them confirmed 
the presence of a spirit in the 
dining room, although none had 
been tmd that most of the distur¬ 
bances were occurring in the 
dining room. Several scientific 
investigators from UCLA stayed 
at the house—each confirming for 
himself that no fraud or prowler

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One of Britain’s greatest war heros, and once

victim to an ancient Indian curse. 


STRANGE MYSTERY 
OF THE 

KITCHENER CURSE 


BY KEN SAMELSON 


On the morning of June 5, 1916 
the people of Britain were stunned 
by the news that its great military 
hero, Lord Kitchener, had drown¬ 
ed. The previous evening. Kitch¬ 
ener was making a secret mission 
to Russia aboard the cruiser 
H.M.S. Hampshire when it sank 
into the North Sea' The circum¬ 
stances imder which he drowned 
have remained a mystery to this ^ 
very day. 

According to the official an¬ 
nouncement, the Hampshire hit a 
mine and sank, leaving just 12 
survivors. It wasn't until many 
years later that vital questions 
were raised concerning that tra¬ 
gedy. 

The son of an/army officer, 
Horatio Herbert Kitchener was 
bom in 1850 at County Kerry, 
Ireland!^e was educated at the 
Royal Military academy at Wool¬ 
wich. Early in his career he served 
in Palestine, Cyprus, and Egypt. 
He became a public hero in 1898 
when he defeated the dervishes, a 
fanatical religious group, and 


reoccupied Khartoum for the Bri¬ 
tish. The dervishes were Muslims 
who followed a messianic leader 
known as Mahdi. In 1885, the 
dervishes stormed Khartoum and 
speared England's General Gor¬ 
don. Although Mahdi died in 
1892, Kitchener engineered Eng¬ 
land's revenge, which included 
tossing the remains of Mahdi into 
the Nile. It was during a victory 
parade in Khartoum that Kitchen¬ 
er had a curse put on him. This 
curse destined him to die at sea! A 
Muslim shouted at Kitchener: 
“As you threw our holy leader's 
remains into the water, so will 
your body be swallowed by water. 
You will drown like a dog, and 
none shall know your grave!'' 
This curse was fulfilled when the 
Hampshire sank. Kitchener heard 
the curse and remembered it. 
Meanwhile, Kitchener became a 
baron—Baron Kitchener of Khar¬ 
toum. After serving in the South 
African War between Great Brit¬ 
ain and the Boer republics, in 
1902 he was made a viscount and 


received the order of merit. From 
1902 to 1909, he served as 
commander in chief of the British 
forces in India. He was then 
promoted to field marshal. In 
1911, Kitchener was appointed 
consul general in Egypt, and in 
1914 Was made Earl of Broome. 
His wide experience and fine 
reputation led to his appointment 
in August 1914 as Secretary of 
State for War just as World War I 
was starting. Kitchener created 
the largest volimteer army the 
world had ever seen—over 
900,000 volimteers. His bold, 
masculine face appeared on re¬ 
cruiting posters above a pointing 
finger and the slogan ‘Tour 
Country Needs You!'' Although 
he was extremely popular (in fact 
a cult sprung up that idolized him) 
the government decided to find a 
way to get rid of him. They 
considered his battle methods 
old-fashioned, and by early 1916 
the British were losing the war. 

Two allies had fallen, and two 
others, France and Hussia, were 
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This is an early photograph of 
Winston Churchill.

Kitchener^s bold, masculine 
face appeared on recruiting 
posters with the slogan **Your 
Country Needs Your ^ Although 
he was extremely popular, his 
battle^ methods were considered 
old fashioned. 


in deep trouble. The British 
government decided to send 
Kitchener to Russia to aid them. 
The plan was for Kitchener to 
head a mission that would stay a 
week and pump new life into 
Russia’s military. Kitchener 
agreed to the plan, and picked 
June 5 as the date to begin the 
mission. The commander of Brit¬ 
ain’s Grand Fleet, Lord Jellicoe, 
selected the Hampshire, a light 
cruiser. In stddition, an escort of 
two destroyers would be on hand. 
The route the Hampshire would 
take was the east coast of the 
Orkney Islands in the direction of 
Norway. Jellicoe changed his 
orders, though, and ordered that 
the Hampshire should skirt the 
west coast of the Orkneys instead. 
Jellicoe reasoned that otherwise 
the destroyers wouldn’t be able to. 
keep up with the cruiser. 

The three ships departed late in 
the afternoon of June 5, and had 
to battle wild northwesterly 
winds. The destroyers were recal¬ 
led to base two hours after 


departure, since in that weather a 
submarine attack was unlikely. 
Just before 8:00, the Hampshire 
hit a mine and exploded. The 
lifeboats were impossible to get 
to. The only available means of 
rescue were wooden floats. Those 
floats were thrown overboard, and 
the men on board swam to reach 
them, but only a few made. it. 
Everyone else went under. Only 
11 seamen and one warrant officer 
made it to land^ where they were 
saved by rescue parties. The 
survivors did not know what 
happened to Kitchener. The Ork¬ 
neys were combed by search 
parties, but they could not come 
up with Kitchener’s body. He was 
symbolically laid to rest in St. 
Paul’s Cathedral. 

As time passed, British author¬ 
ities'turned back all attempts to 
investigate the disaster. It wasn’t 
until 1922 that some light was 
shed on the subject. That year. 
Admiral von Scheer, who was the 
conunander of Germany’s High 
Sea Fleet, revealed that the mine 


that sank the Hampshire was 
planted by U-75, a submarine. 
Von Scheer stated that the sub 
placed all the mines on the west 
coast of the Orkneys, even though 
they knew that the Royal Navy 
ships always followed the eastern 
course toward Norway. Had some¬ 
one tipped the Germans off? It 
was suggested by a former Rus¬ 
sian staff major that Gregory 
Rasputin was the one that tipped 
off the Germans. It seems that 
Rasputin, one. of Russia’s most 
influential men, opposed Kitch¬ 
ener’s visit because he felt the 
war should end. He feared that 
Kitchener’s efforts would prolong 
the war. 

. In 1925, a British journalist 
named Frank Power began a 
series of articles that blew the lid 
off the whole affair. He charged 
Britain’s wartime cabinet with 
conspiring to murder Kitchener. 
Power claimed the Germans knew 
about the Kitchener mission be¬ 
cause Rasputin gave them the 
details. Everything was done with

THERE BEFORE?

How often have you sat down in 
a room and experienced a feeling 
of recognition, a sensation that 
you had been in that time and 
place before? This common phe¬ 
nomenon, usually known as deja 
vue, has been much discussed in 
psychic circles across the coimtry 
for many years. The fact that 
paramnesia has often been called 
a “hallucination” or “illusion’ 
implies that this natural gsychic 
phenomenon has been dismissed 
as coincidence. Nevertheless, 
thousands of people experience 
the same sensation each day— 
many without even acknowledg¬ 
ing it. Truly, a phenomenon such 
as this deserves more than a 
passing explanation. 

Paranmesia, the name that 
many experts use to refer to deja 
vue, has been accounted for in 
many ways, both fanciful and 
factual. Basically there are two 
school%^f thought which deserve 
consideration in an attempt to 
explain paramnesia. And thtfse 
schools can be termed, for con¬ 
venience’ sake, as the parallel- 
imagination theory and the rein¬ 
carnation theory. The names giv¬ 
en to these hypotheses may be 


deluding at first; they connpte 
images of strange psychic pheno¬ 
mena beyond the realm of man’s 
understanding. Actually, the ide¬ 
as proposed by sects are simple 
and logical in construction. 

I The idea of parallel-imagination 
involves the existence of a fantasy 
world in man’s subconscious. This 
subconscious, revealed to us by 
dreams, exists as a microcosm— 
that is, it is an imagmary time and 
space that parallels om real time 
and space. On occasion, the real 
'world and the fantasy world of the 
subconscious coincide— “match 
up.” The resulting harmony of 
having both wqrlds in the same 
time and place creates a feeling of 
paramnesia— a sensation that one 
has already been in that time or 
place before. 

On the other hand, the reincar¬ 
nation theory proposes an entirely 
different basis for the phenome¬ 
non of deja vue. The reason, many 
claim, that a person feels that he 
has been somewhere before is 
that he has been in that place 
before— in another life. Each 
time a human dies, his soul is 
reborn into a different form. 
Man’s life on earth is simply one

long, extended process of remem-, 
bering the life which he has lived 
before. Occasional flashes of re¬ 
call result in paranmesia. This 
theory, by far the most prevalent, 
is supported by many religious 
and philosophical sects around the 
world. 

However, a new school of 
thought has arisen recently, based 
upon ideas *set forth many years 
ago by psychologist Carl Jung. 
This 'school of thought may be 
deemed the archetypal progres¬ 
sion theory. Its supposition seems 
novel at first, but at a second 
glance, deserves more careful 
investigation. 

The basis of this theory involves 
archetypes. Archetypes have been 
termed as “primitive, recurring 
experiences of the subconscious.” 
All humans are subject to the 
action of the same archetypes; 
they are primordial instincts, 
drummed into the * rhythms of 
human consciousness at birth. 
Even men raised outside of the 
influences of society experience 
certain basic archetjrpal ideas. 

An example of an archet]rpe 
would be the number three.

WATER VANISHED

Fortean scholars, those who 
examine unclassifiable, mystify¬ 
ing phenomena, now have a new 
enigma to puzzle over: disappear¬ 
ing water! 

On the early morning of Febru¬ 
ary 14, 1979, irate citizens of 
Hugo, Oklahoma, awoke to find 
I they had no water. Authorities 
were visibly shaken when it was 
discovered that during the night 
water pressure in the city's South 
Third tank dropped dramatically. 
That was at 1:15 a.m. And within 
45 minutes the tank was dry—re¬ 
maining empty for close to 3V2 
hours. Not even a small leak in a 
hydrant or main was discovered. 
By 5:30, the tank had miraculous¬ 
ly filled again—to capacity—and 
without human intervention. 

Hugo’s Suerintendent of Wa¬ 
ter-Sewer Operations, Vernon Ki- 
zier, and director of I^blic Works 
Bud F^mderburk analyzed every 
aspect of the phenomenon, but 
could find no natural explanation. 

Hugo Mayor Don Nash shook 
his head. Apparently, a force 
capable of consuming a million 
gallons of water in less than one 
hour, has the capacity to make a 


sudden strike in one area and then 
travel to another to do it again. 

Authorities speculated about 
what could have happened if a fire 
had broken out during this period. 
Mayor Nash said the only avail¬ 
able water would be brought in by 
the fire trucks. 

At about 4:30 people began 
complaining to Mayor Nash, the 
police department, and Water 
Superintendent Roy Satterfield. 
After a few calls the Mayor 
phoned Satterfield, who had al¬ 
ready diagnosed the problem and 
directed Steve Wilson, a public 
works employee who lives near 
the Hugo Lc^e Reservoir Pump 
Station and Water Treatment 
Complex, to immediately turn on 
all pumps. 

By 5:30 the tower was full and. 
water pressure restored to nor¬ 
mal. It was explained that at night 
the pumps do not work at all 
because very little water is con¬ 
sumed, almost “zero" officials 
said, except in case of fire when 
the pumps are turned on to meet 
the emergency. 

Water authorities said it would 

have required extra-ordinary cir- 

* 


cumstances to account for the lost 
water, such as the opening of “at 
least” four fire hydrants at the 
same time. There was no evidence 
of this, and no sign of the lost 
water. Also, a large break in a 
water main could cause the loss of 
pressure,^ but Nash said: “We 
have checked this out. If we had a 
major break, the water pressure 
would not have been restored as 
rapidly as it was when the pumps 
were turned on this morning. As 
the chart shows. It was not a 
malfunction. 

Unusual variations in the pres¬ 
sure chart had first been noticed a 
week earlier. They were puzzling 
but not dangerous. 

On Feb. 7 the water pressue 
dropped from 67 pounds to 57 
pounds in 15 minutes. Normal 
pressure was restored at eight 
a.m. 

A much larger drop occurred on 
the next night, in 20 minutes 
beginning just before five a.m., 
from 67 pounds to 33 poimds. It 
was returned to normal at six a.m. 

On Feb. 12 the same drop was 
experienced as on the second 
occasion, then on Valentine’s Day 
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it plummeted from 67 pounds to 
zero in 45 minutes: 

and his staff had been 
studymg the problem since it 
began, but made no public disclo¬ 
sure imtil this potential, tragedy 
occurred. The city was also upset 
because it lost a substantial sum 
of money from the actual water 
lost, electricity expended to run 


the pumps, and treatment of 
replacement water. 

“A potential tragedy of the 
most grave sort existed during the 
hours the city was without normcd 
water pressure," said Mayor 
Nash, who believed the theft was 
politically motivated sabotage 
perpetrated by someone who was 
upset with him personally or the 


city. He annoimced early that he 
would not be running for re-elec¬ 
tion. 

He further stated, "If this is an 
act of political recrimination, and 
if it is against me or intended to 
embarrass me or my administra¬ 
tion, I want all parties involved 
and thb general public to know 
that I will not seek re-election as 
mayor. I make this announcement 
at this time in hope it will cause 
the problem to go away." 

Bob Rabun, Hugo’s attorney, 
said that criminal charges would 
be pressed against anyone caught 
tampering with the city water 
supply. 

An immediate meeting of city 
and coimty employees was sched¬ 
uled for 2:30 that afternoon for the 
purpose of stud 3 ring the shocking 
problem. 

Security around the water tower 
was increased and ^the problem 
has not repeated itself in Hugo. 
But it moved south exactly nine 
days later. 

On Friday, Feb. 23, 421,000 
gallons of water disappeared from 
two water tanks in Commerce, 
Texas, sometime between 11 p.m.

The Ghostly Adventures 
Of Chcirles Stirling

We know neither the exact date 
nor the precise location of Charles 
G. Stirling’s ghostly adventure— 
yet there seems absolutely no 
reason to doubt its authenticity. 
Stirling’s own testimony was pub¬ 
lished in Lord Halifax’s classic 
Ghost Book, while Stirling’s wife, 
art historian and biographer A.M. 
Wilhelmina Stirling also recount¬ 
ed the details in her memoirs, 
Life's Little Day. The story is 
certainly one of the most terrify¬ 
ing in the entire history of ghostly 
lore. 

Charles Stirling was bom in the 
middle years of the nineteenth 
century. In his youth he often 
stayed in a private house on 
England’s Kentish Coast. The 
house was more than a century old 
in Stirling’s day, having been 
built in 1740. Although not a very 
old house, as British buildings go, 
it already had the reputation of 
being hmmted. The daughters of 
the family had seen a spectre that 
they referred to as their “great¬ 
grandmother.” 

Stirling never talked about the 
building’s history. He did say, 
however, that British naval hero 
Lord Nelson had lived there for a 


time, and that “Nelson addressed 
many of his letters to Lady 
Hamilton from there, calling it 
‘dear-House.’ ” 

One evening, after returning 
from a day of yachting with his 
host, Stirling discovered that the 
house was filled to overflowing 
with unexpected guests. There 
was a mad scurrying to bed the 
guests down for the night. Sleep¬ 
ing accommodations were pre¬ 
pared for Stirling in a dressing 
room. 

In the middle of the night, 
Stirling awoke shivering with 
cold. He felt as though icy arctic 
winds were sweeping over him. 

“Suddenly,” Stirling recorded 
afterwards, “there appe€u*ed at 
my bedside the phantom of either 
an old man or woman, of dreadful 
aspect, who was bending over me. 
That I was wide awake is beyond 
question. I at once became cata¬ 
leptic, tmable to move hand or 
foot.” 

What Stirling saw was obvious¬ 
ly the most hideous thing he had 
ever experienced. He wrote that 
his bedside phantom was a “mon¬ 
strosity...horrible...too terrifying 
for description.” 


When the phantom eventually 
faded away, Stirling was freed 
from his paralysis. He lit candles, 
and kept them brightly burning 
until dawn. 

Stirling had recently been in¬ 
vestigating spiritualism, and he 
wondered if the phantom had 
been attracted to him as a 
consequence of his interest in the 
psychic * world. “I have been 
to 3 ring with unknown forces,” he 
mused, “and this is what I have 
raised. 

“I will never have anything to 
do with spiritualism again,” he 
added. He kept his word. 

At breakfast the next morning, 
Stirling informed his host of what 
he had experienced. The owner of 
the house answered that he “was 
not in the least surprised, as 
everyone living in the house 
except himself had, at one time or 
another, seen something of the 
sort.” 

Charles Stirling was a regular 
and frequent guest at the house 
over the next twenty years. On 
none of these visits did he 
experience anything unusual in 
the building. After two decades of 
pleasant visits, in fact, Stirling 
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had almost put the ugly phantom 
out of his mind. 

One early summer night, 
though, all that changed. Stirling 
had been playing billiards with his 
host that evening, when he was 
attacked by a “raging toothache.“ 
Stirling went to bed at midnight, 
but the pain in his mouth prevent¬ 
ed him from sleeping. He was not 
staying, it should be added, in the 
dressing room he had occupied 
twenty years earlier. 

“Suddenly, “ Stirling recorded 
again, “although it was early 
summer, I began to feel very cold. 
I seemed to freeze from my feet 
upward, and, although I put on 
more clothes, the cold rapidly 
increased until I imagined that my 
heart must be failing and that this 
was death.” Stirling felt himself 
“paralyzed” by fear, as he had 
been two decades before. 

Voigpless but completely artic¬ 
ulate words began forming inside 
Stirling’s head. The words repeat¬ 
ed themselves insistently, over 
and over again. 

“Here I am again, after twenty 
years!” the soundless speech 
reverberated within Stirling’s

CATTLE PIRACY 


A highlight case in the rush of 
airship sightings over North 
America during 1896-97 involved 
an alleged cattle rustling from a 
flying craft at LeRoy, Kansas; 
During this incident, a well-sta¬ 
tioned citizen named Alexander 
Hamilton, and two others, witnes¬ 
sed a huge, piloted unidentified 
object descend on their farm on 
the night of April 19, 1897. The 
vehicle’s occupants lassoed a 
heifer from the premises; the ship 
then lifted up and floated off with 
the captive animal. Pieces of the 
cow were foimd in a nearby field 
the following day. 

This event has received wide 
publication in texts and periodi¬ 
cals reviewing early elements of 
the flying saucer phenomenon. 
For a long time, it was reputed to 
be the only known occurrence of 
its kind from that era. Another 
case has now joined it. 

In early 1978, this writer began 
collecting airship reports in a 
cooperative search project with 
Canadian ufologist Howard Gon- 
tovnick^ of UFO CANADA an 
investigative organization ^ While 
searching through an unbound 
stack of decayed newspapers one 
night during spring of that year, I 
discovered a story strongly paral-

lelingthe LeRoy, Kansas episode. 
The news piece was found in the 
20 May 1897 issue of the Minonk 
Dispatch, a small central Illinois 
weekly. 

Headlined “Airship* Stole a 
Steer”, it reads in full: 

A tramp that put up at the 
calaboose (jail) the other night 
told the men at the city hall that 
the airship stole a two-year-old 
steer from John Geisert, a Peoria 
county farmer. The tramp was 
stopping over night with the 
Geiserts and said that they were 
awakened by the bellowing of 
cattle. Going out doors they saw a 
large object with brilliant lights 
hovering over the cow yard. 
Geiseit and his son rushed toward 
the cowTot with axes, yelling. The 
airship arose dragging a two-year- 
old steer attached to a rope. The 
next day Geisert found the steer’s 
hide ten miles southeast of his 
place. He says that the airship 
was about 300 feet long. Three

were aboard (sic). It had evidently 
been wash day on board the 
airship as the women was just 
taking in clothes from a line.

“I feel guilty!'' I woke up 
sobbing, my cheeks wet with 
tears. 

“What's the matter?'' Bill mum¬ 
bled. I had awakened hm with my 
cry. 

“Nothing. Just a dream. Go 
back to sleep.'' 

But I had the strange feeling 
that what I had just imdergone 
was more than a drecun. My body 
was tingling all over, as though I 
had just experienced a mild 
electric shock. There was a flutter¬ 
ing, empty feeling in the pit of my 
stomach that had no resemblance 
at all to hunger pangs. Before I 
turned over and tried to go back to 
sleep, I glanced at the illuminated 
clock on my bedside table. It was 
2:00 a.m. 

“Forget it,'' I told myself. “It was 
just an especially vivid dream By 
momiac^, you'll have forgotten 
it." 

But in the morning, the details 
of my “dream" were even clearer 
than the night before. And now, 
years later, they are just as clear. 
Dreams rarely, if ever, act like

DOWSING: 

An Old Key To A New Door 


Dowsing, locating underground 
water with a forked stick, is 
evidence that ESP is real. New 
discoveries by dowsing research¬ 
ers have demolished the old 
theories resulting from attempts 
to create a “scientific,'' non¬ 
psychic explanation of this ancient 
practice. 7 

Dowsing for water is an art with 
a documented history of many 
centuries, and so widespread a 
following today that it is the most 
common method of locating well 
sites in the world. It is by no 
means looked down upon in 
America as mere rural folklore. 
Dowsers are employed profes¬ 
sionally by major oil companies, 
government water resource pro¬ 
jects, and land developers. The 
Navy has conducted experiments 
with dowsers who can locate ships 
at sea, and the Marines have 
trained troops to locate under¬ 
ground hiding places with dows¬ 
ing devices. 

Though the researchers have 
discovej^d that water-locating is 
only a very specialized form of 
dowsing, it is virtually the only 
form that is widely known in the 
western world. In fact, modem 
dictionaries define dowsing as 
locating underground water with a 
divining rod. But locating water is 


only one of the amazing tlpngs 
that dowsers are able to do. 

Water location dowsing is really 
very easy. Some people have a far 
greater sensitivity to it than 
others, but it seems that almost 
anyone can be taught to do it. The 
classic form uses a freshly-cut 
forked stick. Different trees are 
used in different places, but 
young mulberry trees are consid¬ 
ered best wherever they grow. A 
branch is selected^ with legs 
trimmed to about 18 mches long, 
and the fork trimmed to about 2 
inches long. When it is held by its 
two legs using the palms-up 
grasp, the legs can be bowed with 
the fingers and thumbs and the 
fork will stand up in the air in 
front of the dowser's face. The 
bending exactly balances the 
weight of the fork and it becomes 
very sensitive to changes in force. 
This is called the Ready Position. ^ 

The dowser first forms in his 
mind a picture of exactly what he 
wants to find when he makes his 
search. For example, he may 
ask, “From where I am standing, 
what is the direction to the best 
source of clear water?'' With this 
question in mind, he raises the 
instrument to the ready position 
and slowly begins* to turn around 
in a circle. Suddenly, the delicate 


balance of the fork is upset, and it 
plunges down like a fishing pole 
with a big one on the hook. The 
dowser tries to twist against the 
motion, but the fork drops and 
points stiffly at the ground. He 
then forms in his mind the 
question, “At what point am I 
directly over the sburce of clear 
water?'' Repositioning his fork at 
the ready, he begins to walk 
forward. Again the fork plunges, 
apparently uncontrollable by the 
dowser. “Is right there,'' he says. 
In practice, a competent dowser 
would likely use a far more 
complex system for conducting his 
search, but the basic action is the 
same. The various motions of the 
device are given specific mean¬ 
ings, a series of questions is 
posed, and the answers taken 
from the motions of the dowsing 
device. 

For centuries the simple farm¬ 
ers of the world have quietly 
trusted the dowser's strange and 
unexplainable talent, and have 
found water. Only recently, as 
other unexplainable talents—call¬ 
ed by such names as scrying, 
cleidomancy, clairvoyance, and / 
ESP—have become respectable 
topics of serious research, has 
there been a sudden public inter¬ 
est in this ancient art.

of the objective scientist, the 
things dowsers claim to do just 
don’t make sense. Some dowsers 
have dtempted to create explana¬ 
tions of their talents which will 
conform to the narrow limitations 
of the scientific method, and the 
resiilts look pretty ridiculous to 
even the most unsophisticat^ 
student of physical science. That 
certainly hasn’t helped the dow¬ 
ser’s credibility. However, most 
dowsers just shiug their shoulders 
and go on about their business of 
finding water, successfuUy, again 
and again. 

A few dowsers and students of 
other strange ways of obtaining 
information hidden from the nor¬ 
mal senses have begun to'ask 
serious questions about the phen¬ 
omenon. “If the implications of 
this talent are accurate,’’ they 
say, “there is a whole range of 
incredible abilities being seen 
here like the tiny tips of the huge 
mountains which make up the 
Hawaiian Islands.’’ Not satisfied 
to merely exercise their beneficial 
talent, they seek to understand it, 
and to find out what powers and 
truths are implied by its exis¬ 
tence. Many of these people are 
trained scientists themselves, far¬ 
sighted people with disciplined 
minds, but open minds ready to 
welcome the new visions which 
make progress possible. 

There are many forms of dows¬ 
ing devices besides the forked 
stick. Other forked devices, called 
Y-rods, ere made from such 
things as two pieces of whale¬ 
bone, fiberglass fishing rod, or 
nylon dowel lashed together at 
one end. These are all operated 
the same, and reports from dow¬ 
sers all over the world indicate 
they work very well. 

Another popular dowsing de¬ 
vice is^e angle rod. This is a 
piece of metal rod about 24 inches 
long bent at a right angle at the 18 
inch point. Usually operated in 
pairs, they are held in the hands 
like pistols at the waist. When the 


target location is reached, they 
will swing outward or cross to¬ 
gether. A device of this t]rpe is 
regularly being sold in the classi¬ 
fied ad sections of the men’s 
magazines as a treasure locator. 
It’s not a hoax. Many people have

learned to locate things by dows¬ 
ing using such equipment. In fact, 
angle rods were used by the 
Marines in Vietnam to locate such 
buried objects as mines, tunnels, 
pipelines, and hideouts. 

One thing that Y-rods and angle 
rods have in common is that they 
give a single one-shot response. 
When the fork drops, it is a single 
positive move. The dowser must 
reposition it at the ready before he 
can get another reading. Like¬ 
wise, when the angle rods swing 
apart or across, they must be 
deliberately repositioned straight 
ahead again. However, there are 


two other kinds of dowsing de¬ 
vices that give constant informa¬ 
tion. 

One of these is the wand. In its 
simplest form, a wand is a straight 
stick cut from a young tree. It 
should be about t^e feet long, 
and heavy enough that it can just 
be made to stick straight out when 
held by the smallest end. The 
heavy end will then bob and 
weave freely. It may wag back and 
forth, bob up and down, or move 
in circles. The bowser can learn to 
interpret these motions to obtain a 
surprising variety of information. 

The most sophisticated of dows¬ 
ing devices now in use is the 
simple pendulum. One can easily 
be made by suspending a small 
plumb bob on about seven or eight 
inches of fine chain. Held sus¬ 
pended by the fingers, the pendu¬ 
lum can move in a wide variety of 
patterns, and these can be used to 
create a number of very complex 
codes. The pendulum’s potential 
for precise motions is its greatest 
asset. In its most advanced form, 
the pendulum is used with a chart 
of letters to spell out answers to 
questions, not unlike the famous 
Ouija board. 

The first attempts to create 
explanations for dowsing which 
would conform to the scientific 
system began to be published in 
the late nineteenth century. 
'Through the works of such re¬ 
searchers as Dr. Oscar Brunler, 
Louis ’Turenne, and Abbe Mer- 
met, a theory was created arotmd 
a concept called Radiesthesia. 
This theory contended that under¬ 
ground water and certain other 
things caused a force something 
like magnetism which attracted 
the dowsing device. Some said it 
attracted forked sticks because 
they were wood, and that it was 
the same force which attracted the 
roots of trees to grow down to 
water. Some said it attracted 
Y-shaped objects, and some went 
so far as to say that it attracted the 
dowser’s aura, where the Y-rod 
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condensed it. ^ 

As sub-atomic physics was dis¬ 
covered, the sciencerminded dow¬ 
sers became certain they had 
discovered therein the secret to 
the dowsing rod. The rod was 
detecting polarized cosmic rays 
reflected from the surface of 
underground water, they said. 
Some said that the spin of 
electrons and atoms was causing 
the spinning of their pendulums. 
This kind of pseudo-physics was 
being published in the best books 
available on practical, dowsing as 
late as the 1950’s. In fact, in spite 
of overwhelming evidence now 
pouring in from the researchers, 
there is still a good sized school of 
Radiesthesiasts looking for a 
mechanical link of some kind 
between the dowsing device and 
the target it can be used to locate. 

These theories left some ques¬ 
tions imanswered. To begin with, 
the forked sticks and other Y- 
shaped devices only exhibited the 
dowsing response when they were 
actually being held and operated 
by a dowser. If some force were 
attracting the dowsing instru¬ 
ment, it seemed logical that it 
would work whether it was being 
held by someone or not. But 
nobody has yet created a dowsing 
device that will work without 
being held by a dowser. However, 
some people found that a dowser 
could locate water without a 
device of any jdnd. Verne Camer¬ 
on, the world-famous dowser who 
located the deep wells used to 
refill Lake Elsinore, California, 
states in his book Aquauideo that 
he could find water by using his 
outstretched arms as dowsing 
rods. So if there really were some 
kind of force acting from the 
undergroimd water, it had to be 
acting upon the dowser, and not 
his instrument. 

Then another breakthrough was 
made. Dowsers discovered that 
they could locate buried water 
pipes. This did not seem too big a 
surprise imtil somebody pointed 


out that they could locate the 
pipes whether they had any water 
in them or not. Furthermore, they 
could locate pipes made of cera¬ 
mic tile, concrete, or metal. If 
dowsing was the result of, some 
kind of magnetism-like force act¬ 
ing between the target and the 
locating device, how could it make 
the distinction between concrete 
water pipes and free underground 
water, and selectively report on 
whichever the dowser was seek¬ 
ing? 

While the Radiesthesiasts were 
pondering this question, a highly 
detailed book appeared in Eng¬ 
land, written by Maj. Gen. J. 
Scott Elliot, a retired British army 
officer. In the precise, systematic, 
and thoroughly documented man¬ 
ner demanded by his extensive 
military and scientific training, he 
described how he has successfully 
used dowsing to locate and map 
buried archaeological sites. He 
found he could locate stone floors 
from pre-Roman houses in Eng¬ 
land buried fifteen feet beneath a 
surface that showed no evidence 
at all. If the dowsing device were 
only reacting to some physical 
force, like a compass or a ther¬ 
mometer, how could it distinguish 
between the stones in the floor 
and those others lying about if the 
only difference was that they had 
been placed in a pattern by human 
hands? 

Verne Cameron found he could 
locate oil as easily as he could 
locate water, and the major oil 
companies began to employ dow¬ 
sers. Christopher Hills, founder of 
The University of the Trees, a 
California school of psychic devel¬ 
opment, demonstrated his skill by 
using dowsing to locate a hidden 
bag of stolen money. With police 
and newsmen watching, he found 
the bag in five minutes using a 
hand-held pendulum. 

The prevailing theories about 
organic magnetism and cosmic 
rays reflecting from the target 
were ju^ about crumbled, when 


another amazing discovery was 
made. This was map dowsing. 
StiU trying to keep their theories 
within the limitations of objective 
science, dowsing theorists contin¬ 
ued to relate the response of the 
dowsing device to some physical 
circumstance at the target site. In 
his 1950 dowsing classic, Henry 
Gross and His Dowsing Rod, 
Kenneth Roberts described the 
use of maps to locate water wells 
without actually going to the site. 
While the dowser holds his Y-rod 
at the ready, an assistant slowly 
moves a pointer over the map. 
When it indicates the correct 
location, the dowser gets a re¬ 
sponse from his instrument. 
Verne Cameron was already an 
established professional field wa¬ 
ter and oil dowser when he was 
introduced to map dowsing. He 
quickly became so good at it that 
in 1959, the U.S. Navy invited him 
to come to the west coast head¬ 
quarters at Treasure Island to 
demonstrate his ability to locate 
submarines on secret missions at 
sea by using a detailed map of the 
world and a simple pendulum. An 
associate of the late Mr. Cameron 
^tes that the tests were conduct¬ 
ed, and the results created such a 
furor, that the matter was immedi- 
ately classified. The Navy has 
refused to comment on the results 
of the tests, but from thousands of 
dowsers the world over came the 
reports that the new techniques 
were working with overwhelming 
success. 

Once again the “magnetic-like 
force“ theorists were confounded. 
How could some kind of impartial 
natural force respond selectively 
to U.S. Navy submarines, relate 
their locations to- arbitrary sym¬ 
bols on a map thousands of miles 
fi^way, and indicate these locations 
by intelligible movements of a 
free-swinging plumb-bob on a few 
inches of chain? 

In 1958, The American Society 
of Dowsers was formed to provide 
a focal point for research and

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It would seem somehow that extraterrestrials 
do indeed want to make their presence known— 
and what better way than to attract 
the attention of law enforcement agencies. 

ARE UFOs TRYING 
TO CONTACT 
POUCE OFHCERS?

Exactly twenty-three days after 
the town of Somers, New York 
was visited by a spoon-shaped 
UFO, the official automobile of a 
Warren, Minnesota deputy sheriff 
was demolished when a brilliant 
lighted object swooped down from 
the sky shattering the vehicle and 
rendering the officer unconscious. 

On the surface, the two inci¬ 
dents seem wholly unrelated— 
simply two mysteries eminating 
from different parts of the coun¬ 
try. However, compiled with other 
close encounters in recent 
months, many UFOlogists see a 
definite emerging pattern, one 
which brings into focus police 
agencies across the world. 

For last August 14, the York- 
town Heights, New York Press 
published a remarkable story, the 
lead of which speculated that 
‘'something is going on—and that 
something is only happening to 
police officers." 

The ^tory concerned a West¬ 
chester County corrections officer 
who, while driving with his wife 
north on Interstate 684 at the 
Route 138 overpass saw what they 
described as "an object shaped 
like a spoon with a floating 


handle," moving slowly towards 
Connecticut over the Golden 
Bridge shopping center . 

According to Keith Jorgensen 
and his wife Connie, the front of 
the craft was the handle and the 
spoon area had a bubble-like 
appearance. Jorgensen said that 
the object, which was charcoal 
gray in color and left no visible 
vapor trail, "had a set of small 
wings on its forward portion. Off 
those wings came what appeared 
to be a large antenna system with 
two or three spherical objects 
attached." The object, according 
to the couple was observed for five 
seconds before it vanished. 

The State Police barracks in 
Somers, which received the Jor¬ 
gensen telephone report, said 
they did not have any other 
reports on UFO sightings on the 
night of the 14th. 

However, a week before, at 
Poimd Ridge Park, some four 
miles north of Interstate 684, 
Westchester County Patrolman 
William O’Shaughnessy reported 
what he described as a "close 
encoimter." He observed a 
brightly lit saucer object flying 
erratically which interfered with 


the proper workings of his car 
radio. O’Shaughnessy’s sighting 
lasted for 45 minutes. 

The sighting by Patrolman 
O’Shaughnessy came on the heels 
of one made in August, 1976 by 
Yorktown Patrolman Joseph 
Cuozzi. In the early hours on the 
morning of August 17, three years 
beore, Cuozzi observed an array 
of multicolored lights approxi¬ 
mately 1,000 feet in the sky over 
’ Route 118 and Commerce Street. 
The officer's observation lasted 
for two hours, all the while the 
lights appearing and disappearing 
at 50-second intervals. 

Although the incidents involv¬ 
ing officer Jorgensen and his wife, 
as well as Patrolmen O'Shaugh- 
nessy and Cuozzi were mere 
sightings, the encounter in 
Warren, Minnesota, still remains 
a mystery according to Allan 
Hendry, chief investigator for the 
Center of UFO Studies. Said 
Hendry: "It is a most incredibte 
case, and there are some most 
unusual clues, including the two 
bent antennas, shattered wind¬ 
shield, broken headlamp and a 
small dent in the hood of the 
patrol car." Aside from being

shcK^ked and sustaining a mild 
case of “Welder's blindness", 
Deputy Val Johnson was in good 
condition three days after the 
incident which occurred on the 
flats of the agricultural Red River 
Valley vin northwestern Minne¬ 
sota. 

Hendry added that he was 
intrigued by the fact that there 
was no damage to the rim of the 
headlamp of the police cruiser. 
Also, he said, there was no 
evidence of paint marks on the 
radio antenna when they were 
foimd bent over. The bugs on the 
antenna hadn’t been scraped off, 
a fact which lent even more 
mystery to the strange encounter. 
Hendry said that Johnson’s Watch 
and the electric clock in the car 
each stopped for 14 minutes. 

“I was pretty down in the 
dumps the first couple of days 
afterwards,’’ said the 35-year-old 
officer who has worked at the 
Marshall County Sheriff’s Office 
for the past 2 V 2 years. “I thought 
I was in mental difficulty. It’s 
pretty hard for me to justify, since 
I work with facts and logic. But 
what happened isn’t logical, and 
that’s a bit frightening.’’ 

Is there a possibility that the 
intelligence behind these inter¬ 
stellar vehicles want us to know 
“for a fact’’ that they are out 
there, and that one way of proving 
their existence is by making 
themselves known to the police? 

It would seem so, claim more 
and more scientific investigators 
as well as a host of non-scientific 
researchers. 

The most startling description 
yet of a UFO was furnished during 
the early winter of 197^ by two 
officers of the Nashville Police 
Department. 

On patrol in their squad car 
about 11 p.m. were officers 
James Evans and Mike Leech. 
Suddenly, the pair spotted an 
enormous object hovering silently 
approximately 75-100 feet above 
them. 

According to Evans, “that thing 
was so big it would have required 
two full-sized football fields to set 


it down. All of a sudden it started 
descending like an express eleva¬ 
tor, right straight down, and it 
didn’t stop imtil it got ^ just above 
the trees and buildings. Then it 
just hovered.’’ He addpd that it 
was just plain incredible to see 
anything so huge remain station¬ 
ary for so long. It was much 
bigger than any ocean liner I have 
ever seen. It’s stfil hard for me to 
believe it—but there it was, 
blinding lights and all.’’ 

Both officers agreed that the 
craft resembled two parallel ci¬ 
gars joined by a crossmember. 
Wings or fins extended from both 
sides. 

Evans brought out that there 
were what seemed like lights or 
jet streams shooting out the back, 
and there were huge lights, al¬ 
most like searchlights in several 
parts of the body. He brought out 
that the lights were near-blinding. 

A week before, 20 city police 
officers and several state troopers 
said they watched two objects 
drift across the sky at a much 
greater altitude. 

One of the 20 officers who 
spotted the UFO before the 
Evans-Leech encoimter said he 
believed the lights on the twin 
UFOs drifting across the sky 
outlined the dual craft as being 
cigar*shaped cylinders, lit up, it 
seemed as though to keep our 
conventional aircraft from crash¬ 
ing into them... * 

An imidentified flying object 
sighted high over Greensburg, 
Pennsylvania last August 10 still 
baffles a Pennsylvania state police 
helicopter. 

According to Sergeant William 
Kute, “My partner (Trooper Fred 
Scanlan, 33, of Ebensbur) and I 
both saw it, and we both believe it 
to be a UFO.’’ 

Kute, 39, and his partner are 
part of the state police aviation 
unit based at Westmoreland 
County Airport near Latrobe. 

The UFO was seen on Sunday, 
August 5, flying about 2,000 feet 
over Greene County, approxi¬ 
mately two miles north of 
Waynesburg. 


Not long ago, 
mere than 20 city 
police officers 
and about a 
dozen state troopers 
witnessed two 
objects drift across 
the sky at 
great speed. 
When interviewed 
separately, each 
in tom swore 
it W 2 ^ an unearthly 
flying machine and 
each believed that 
extraterrestrials 
are watching our 
every movement. 
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“It was 4:06 p.m. We were 
southbound and we observed a 
small object coming in the oppo¬ 
site direction. It was about two 
feet in diameter, roimd, a depth of 
8-10 inches and blue—a real light, 
silvery blue.” 

The pilot said, “As we ap¬ 
proached it, we heard a loud 
‘whooshing’ noise, it picked up a 
lot of speed and passed us about 
50 feet away.” He added that he 
turned his craft around but failed 
to locate the object again. “We 
were fl 3 ring about 120 miles per 
hour chasing after it.” 

Kute said the weather was hazy 
with a high overcast and visibility 
of between six to 10 miles. “I still 
don’t know what it was—there 
may be some explanation— but I 
feel it was capable of high speed. 
It was moving very slowly when I 
saw it several himdred yards 
away. As we approached, I think it 
accelerated, causing . that 
‘whooshing’ noise...” 

If it is an extraterrestrial design 
for police agencies to notice their 
presence, encounters are not 
being kept to the United States. 
For on September 19, 1979, police 
in Ingolstadt, West Germany re¬ 
ported independent sightings by 
ten officers who claim they have 
seen three UFOs hovering near 
the central Bavarian city. 

When Audi-NSU auto manufac¬ 
turing plant workers first spotted 
the objects, they called police. 
Within moments, the ten patrol¬ 
men spotted Uie pentagon-shaped 
UFOs, flying northwest from 
Ingolstadt in the direction of the 
city of Eichstaedt, 35 miles away. 

Said a police spokesman, “They 
were yellow and red, very big and 
beaming brightly. They flew very 
fast and without making any 
engine noise.” 

On t^ee separate occasions, 
sighting^by police in the British 
Isles are leading more and more 
European UFOlogists to speculate 
on a single fact: there seems to be 
an overwhelming desire on the 
part of extraterrestrial visitors to 
make their presence known and 
felt to the world’s law enforce¬ 



ment agencies. 

On January 29, 1979, a Den¬ 
bigh, Liverpool police constable 
reported hia third UFO sighting in 
a year. 

On two successive nights Con¬ 
stable Neville Hughes has seen 
lights in the sky and on each 
occasion other witnesses were 
present. 

In 1978, while in the company of 
his superior on the grounds of the 
North Wales Hospital, a weird 
light made its appearance. 

On the 29th of last year, 
Hughes and a woman police 
constable investigated a report of 
UFO activity in the Cyddleton 
Park district. Both officers watch¬ 
ed the light move slowly over 
Bodfari. 

On the following night, January 
30, Hughes and Constable Ber¬ 
wyn Jones were in a patrol car 
near Lland 3 niiog when they saw a 
very bright light. The light began 
moving over them and they watch¬ 
ed it for approximately fifteen 
minutes, keeping in radio contact 
with their headquarters in Colwyn 
Bay all the while. 

Reported Jones, Hughes’ dis¬ 
patcher, “We got out of the car 
and there was no sound. The light 
was very bright and sometimes 
hovered above.” The officers 
followed the UFO as far as 
Llanbedr DC before it vanished 
over the Clwydian Hills towards 
Mold. 

‘ ‘I am beginning to wonder why 
it is always me who spots them,” 
said Constable Hughes who was 
told the same night there were 
similar strange lights over the 
Lleyn Peninsular... 

The Sheffield Morning Tele¬ 
graph in England reported in its 
June 21st, 1979 edition: More 
unidentified flying objects have 
been sighted over South Yorkshire 
and police officers are among 
those who have seen them. 

The newspaper was referring to 
a sighting over Barnsley where 
more than a dozen officei spent 
more than an hour watching what 
they described as bright, white

SOME EVIDENCE 
SUPPORTS 
UFE ON TITAN

Gro outside tonight, and look up 
at the darkened sky. Though your 
eyes may not detect it, recent 
evidence bears credence to re¬ 
ports of space crafts (UFOs) that 
travel between Earth and Titan to 
investigate Earth activities. 

Where is Titan? Titan is 
750,()()0,0()0 miles from Earth, and 
is Saturn’s moon, which means it 
orbits around the planet Saturn. 
NASA scientists have always won¬ 
dered about the possibility of life 
on Titan. Though there is no data 
on the surface temperature of 
Titan, it is estimated to be 
extremely cold due to its far 
distance from the sxm. Nonethe¬ 
less, the presence of an atmos¬ 
phere, water, and vital life chemi¬ 
cals such as ammonia, hydrogen, 
and ^ethane, would make the 
existence of life possible under¬ 
ground, under water, or in caves. 

United States scientists hoped 
the question of life on Titan would 


be solved when the space probe 
Pioneer n journeyed past this 
moon last September 2, but a 
strange noise drowned out most of 
the Pioneer's transmissions back 
to Earth. NASA had no explana¬ 
tion for this occurrence, but there 
have been speculations made. 

Dr. Sergei Bozhich, one of 
Russia’s leading astronomers, 
speculates that ''Inhabitants of 
Titan blocked out the tramsmission 
to delay our finding out about 
them. They are interested in us, 
but are not now prepared to 
communicate with us.” 

Despite the transmission loss, 
there are other indications that 
some kind of beings occupy Titan, 
and they’re operating a space 
station, many scientists believe. 
According to Dr. Bozhich, ''We 
have traced hundreds of UFO 
flights using new coniputerized 
devices.” Russian scientists have 
picked up a strange radio frequen¬ 


cy that appears to link Earth and 
Titan. Dr. Bozhich continues, 
''We are certain this radio beacon 
pulsates signals at regular inter¬ 
vals to keep extraterrestrial vehi¬ 
cles on course.” 

Why haven’t United States 
scientists picked up these signals? 
U.S. physicist Dr. Henry Mon- 
teith, an engineering physicist at 
Sandia Laboratories in Albuquer¬ 
que, New Mexico, believes 
there’s ''no doubt” that they 
have. The problem lies in deter¬ 
mining the origin of the signals. 
''There’s so much noise out there 
you have to know what you’re 
looking for in order to define your 
findings. The Russians have ze¬ 
roed in on Titan as being a space 
station, and can therefore better 
speculate about the identity of 
these key radio signals.” 

In addition, there are realities 
that support the existence of Titan 
UFOs. Their space crafts are able

The Traditional guardian of lost 
treasure has always been the ghost, that 
malevolent entity that appeared to history’s most 
famous explorers, from Walter Scott to Columbus 

PHANTOM GUARDIANS 

OF 

LOST TREASURE

In May, 1892 a ciirious adver¬ 
tisement' appeared in the Ceylon 
Times for a “man skilled in the 
management of cobra da capel- 
los." A Ceylon resident suspected 
that a deceased relative had 
hidden a large amount of gold just 
before he died. So the ad had been 
placed for a snakehandler to roam 
the deceased’s home and garden 
with a cobra. For it has long been 
believed in Ceylon (Sir Lanka) that 
cobras have the occult powers to 
seek out lost treasures. The white 
rooster, too, has been given the 
same occult powers by the Sing¬ 
halese. 

The mythologies of most na¬ 
tions include occult treasure guar¬ 
dians. The Celts gave the powers 
to the legions of fairy folk deemed 
to wander the mountains of Ire¬ 
land, .Scotland and Wales. The 
Celts’ racial memory of this 
lasted right up to the 19th 
century. For in doing the research 
for his Letters on Witchcraft and 
Demonology (1832), Sir Walter 
Scott (1771-1832) noted how Her¬ 
mitage Castle, in Scotland’s bor- 


\ 


der County of Tozburghshire had 
a “brownie’’ (the Scottish equiva¬ 
lent of a fairy figure) who protect¬ 
ed treasure lost in the fortress 
cellars. Around 1878 a' band of 
treasure hunters attempted to dig 
for the treasure at Hermitage. 
Every time they made an attempt, 
storms began to rage. Eventually 
they desisted. Any time archaeo¬ 
logical discovery takes place at the 
castle these days, the weather 
takes a turn for the worse. 

The traditional guardian of lost 
treasure is, of course, the ghost. 
Perhaps the most persistent sto¬ 
ries regarding the ghostly guar¬ 
dians of lost treasure today come 
from the Americas. Take, for 
instance, the case known as “The 
Cache La Poudre.’’ 

In 1911, Jacques La Borgeans 
arrived in Fort Collins, Colorado, 
telling everyone that he was 
looking for his late uncle’s lost 
treasure. He employed eight local 
men to help him ^d a cache of 
gold which had been hidden by 
the old man around 1857. It 
appears that the old man had 


made his fortune in the Califor¬ 
nian gold fields. On his way home, 
at Cache la Poudre, he was 
attacked by Siouz.. He and some 
half a dozen companions (who had 
also carried California gold with 
them) hiuriedly buried their trea¬ 
sure and attempted to hold off the 
Siouz.. They were overwhelmed 
and left for dead. Some hours 
later a band of travelers passed 
the place and found La Borgeans’ 
uncle still aUve. They cared for 
him and the old man eventually 
returned home to Canada. 

La Borgeans ezplained that his 
uncle never ‘went back for the 
buried gold. The cache is believed 
still to be there—not far fi*om 
present-day Windsor, Colorado. 
Not far indeed fi'om a conspicu¬ 
ous-looking bluff where, accord¬ 
ing to legends, a party of phantom 
Indians is sometimes seen attack¬ 
ing a group of spectral gunmen! 

Not many people know of the 
lost fort of La Villa de Navidad 
built by Christopher Columbus in 
1492 on Hispaniola. It appears 
that Columbus’s Santa Maria 
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In his book, **Letters on Witch¬ 
craft and Demonology, ''Sir 
Walter Scott noted how a castle in 
Scotland had a ''brownie" who 
protected a hidden treasure.

went aground somewhere along 
the Grande Riviere on the north 
shore of Haiti. He built a fort at 
the spot to shelter his crew while 
the ship was repaired, and to 
house a repository for native gold. 
Coluinbus left the area in the 
hands of Diego de Harana and 39 
men. Eventually de Harana and 
his men became too rapacious in 
their lust for native gold and were 
mmdered by local Indians. On his 
return Columbus decided to aban¬ 
don the fortr^hus losing the first 
Spanish foothold in the New 
World. 

Local legend has it that de 
Harana ordered the fort's collec¬ 
tion of gold to be hidden during 
the Indian attack; the gold, the 
legend tells, has never been 
discovered. Local treasure hunt¬ 
ers h^e narrowed down the 
possibl^ sites of the lost fort. 
Some favor an area which is 
deemed haunted by a group of 
Spanish soldiers dressed in uni¬ 
forms of the time of Ferdinand 
and Isabella of Spain ‘(Columbus’ 
time). This area lies a few miles

east of Cape Haitien. 

At the turn of the 19th century a 
Negro pirate known as Black 
Caesar harried the Spanish Main 
and amassed a huge fortime in 
booty. This treasure is believed to 
have been secreted at two differ¬ 
ent sites on the Florida coast— 
and it has never been recovered. 
No one knows what happened to 
Black Caesar, who was bom in 
1767. The last official record said 
that he was being pursued by 
British warships south of the Gulf 
Coast. There are reports, how¬ 
ever, of psychic activity at a place 
called Black Caesar’s Rock in 
Dade Coimty, Florida. A ghostly 
group of men have been seen 
digging here, perhaps forever 
re-playing the hiding of the trea¬ 
sure. Tlie other part of the pirate’s 
treasure is thought to have been 
buried on Sanibel Island, San 
Carlos Bay, Florida—but no 
supernatural sightings have been 
made there. 

Other American treasure sites 
associated with ghostly phenome¬ 
na include the Kansas counties of 
Linn, Allen, Uniontown, and 
Bourbon. The ghost of Indian 
chief Ka-he-ga-wa-ti-an-gah has 
been seen there. The chief died on 
June 14,1870, leaving a fortune of 
half a million dollars buried 
somewhere in the old Indian 
groimd. Treasure hunters have 
set up local ghost watching com¬ 
mittees to monitor the chief’s next 
appearance. Another site is the 
point where the Arkansas River 
meets the Canadian River. Here, 
a ghostly ferryboat is seen from 
time to time. In the mid-1800’s, 
one Dr. Hayes ran an Indian 
trading post. He is said to have 
buried 20,000 dollars worth of 
gold there. The ephemeral boat is 
deemed in local legend to be the 
doctos 4 keeping an eye on his 
treasure. 

In^ England, ghosts associated 
with lost or hidden family treasure 
are mostly guardians whose pur¬ 
pose is to scare away potential 
robbers. Family members are not 
bothered by ghosts. 


While writing his famous book. 
The Haunted Houses and Family 
Traditions of Britain (1897), John 
H. Ingram c€une across many 
stories of ghosts guarding trea¬ 
sure. After some research he 
listed Birchen Bower and Hollin- 
wood as two houses that would

bear investigation. Another, Man¬ 
chester, he said, was haunted by 
the shade of Miss Beeswick, 
whose mummified corpse had for 
years been exhibited as a curiosity 
at the Manchester Museum. Her 
delight, it is said, is to change 
herself into various animal shapes 
to entice would-be treasure himt- 
ers away from herjoot. 

Awinsty HaU, Otley, Yorkshire, 
has the ghost which washes gold 
by the nearby spring: the gold, it 
appears, was pickings from 
plague victims. Ingram noted that 
a white lady, who he identified as 
Lady de Blenkinsopp, haimts 


Blenkinsopp Castle actually look¬ 
ing for the wealth out of which her 
husband was defrauded. 

T.E. Thiselton Dyer in his The 
Ghost World (1893) also showed 
how many a British lake, well and 
pool is deemed the site of lost 
treasure. He quoted, in particidar, 
the story of the tradition which 
says that in a pool known as 
Wimbell Pond at Acton, Suffolk, 
is hidden an iron chest of money. 
If any person approaches the pond 
and throws a stone into the water, 
it will ring against the chest. And, 
floating on the surface of the 
water, a white figure will appear 
crying in accents of distress, 
“That’s mine!” 

Many curious stories are extant 
of how people have been informed 
by ghosts of the whereabouts of 
hidden money. Maybe that is why 
so many people are researching 
the life of one Raphael J. Moses, 
including the use of psychic 
mediums. 

One of the imsolved mysteries 
which were a consequence of the 
assassination of Lincoln on April 
15, 1865, was what happened to 
40,000? dollars worth of silver 
bullion. The bullion had been 
destined for relief of injured 
Confederate veterans and was 
given by Confederate President 
Jefferson Davis to Raphael J. 
Moses, the Confederate Commis¬ 
sary Officer. Davis had transfer¬ 
red the money to Moses during 
his flight through Washington, 
Georgia, in May, 1865. After the 
transfer, the fate of the bullion is 
uncertain. Moses declared that he 
handed the money over to the 
Federal provost general in Augus¬ 
ta, Georgia. There are no official 
records of that handing over. 

Many southerners believe that 
Moses was a traitor and misappro¬ 
priated the bullion: which he 
hid, perhaps, in the vicinity of 
Augusta, or could it be at Wash¬ 
ington, Georgia? Multiplied by 
the v^ue of the past 114 years, 
that 40,000 dollars has grown to a 
size which makes tracking down 
Moses' guardian ghost a must! □

was shown to be the worst for the 
investor. 

2. On the other hand, the 
period from the last quarter moon 
to the New Moon had the largest 
average increases, while the per¬ 
iod between the new moon and 
the first quarter moon had the 
most increases. According to 
Guarino: 

“An investment strategy based 
on this information would revolve 
around avoiding transactions dur¬ 
ing the period after the full moon, 
executing purchases after the last 
quarter moon and sales after the 
first quarter moon.” 

Nor is the moon the only planet 
that interests those investors who 
are astrology buffs. Two Harvard 
researchers, C. Marcia-Mata and 
F.I. Schaffner, have reported that 


the sim’s activity may have a 
direct effect on American indus¬ 
try. They found that the index of 
U.S. industrial production 
(excluding agriculture) between 
1875 and 1931 coincided with the 
rate of change in sunspot activi¬ 
ties in areas over the same period.

Moore’s 
hypothesis is that the planet 
Venus interferes with the solar 
radiation. 

Are we then to conclude that 
the sun, moon and other heavenly 
bodies are among those factors 
which can directly influence fin¬ 
ancial matters on earth? Probably 
not. But the real answer to any 
influence exerted by these plane¬ 
tary cycles may be even more 
intriguing. 

Studies of the limar cycle and 
the weather suggest that plane¬ 
tary positioning may affect human 
metabolism and bodily processes 
in a number of different ways. The 
assumption is that during the 
phases of planetary movements 
human behavior is altered and 
that this in turn affects stock 
market fluctuations. 

One day the most prestigious 
Wall Street firms may systemati¬ 
cally investigate and confirm what 
those “crazy ladies with crystal 
balls” knew all along. Already, 
much of what was once called 
astrology is being referred to as

NASA Scientists Puzzled By Strange Blops 


She found them on the front 
porch of her Frisco, Texas home 
immediately after a meteorite 
shower last August 11th. The twin 
“blobs," about the size of a 
breadbox, have NASA officials 
stymied. 

Although many scientists from 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration haven't 
ruled out the possibility they could 
bfe a rare type of meteorite, others 
are convinced they are nothing 
but chemical leftovers of a battery 
reprocessing plant. 

According to^ geochemist Doug 
Blanchard of Houston's ' NASA 
headquarters, “It's purple, has 
round, solid chunks in it that 
remain after the goo goes away. 
We don't know what it is." ■ 

M.B. Christian said that on 
August 11th, after the meteorite 



shower, he and his wife Sybil 
noticed the blob-like substances 
on their front yard in their farming 
town north of Dallas. “One of 
them di^ppeared," Christian 
said, “it just faded away." His 
wife said when she found the 
blobs they “looked like smooth 
whipped cream." 

The purplish material has been 
placed in deep freezers to keep it 
from evaporating while under¬ 
going exhaustive testing by NASA 


scientists. 

“I stuck this stick into the 
object," Mrs. Christian told police 
whom she telephoned after her 
discovery. “It went in easily, very 
easily. I punctured it. On the 
inside it was the same thing—just 
like real whipped cream, and it 
looked like it was melting, but it 
was a deep rose." 

Police Officer James Davila, 
who used a newspaper to nudge 
the blobs into a box, said: “It was 
pretty warm." The substance was 
taken to the Heard Natural 
Science Museum in McKinney, 
Texas where they were tested by 
curator Ken Steigman, who said 
they emit an acidic liquid, attract 
water, contain uranium and a 
strange pattern of small specks of 
lead “that look like nothing here 
on earth." □ 


Lake Michigan’s Bermuda Triangle 


The waters of Lake Michigan, 
near the resort community of 
Ludington are^deep and cold. So 
deep in fact (923 feet), and 
covering such a wide area (321 
miles) that strong currents have 
been known to sweep rudderless 
craft chancing its treacherous 
rapids clear into neighboring 
counties within minutes. 

For years rumors have spread 
that the waters of. Lake Michigan 
ar^esponsible for countless dis¬ 
appearances of ships and men, as 
well as planes unlucky enough to 
fly over it. 

Although local law enforcement 
representatives have put the dis¬ 
appearances off as “accidental 
drowning," not a single body or 



piece of wreckage has ever been 
foimd, despite miles-long drag¬ 
ging of the lake bottom. 

One police spokesman is quot¬ 
ed as speculating that “strong 
lake currents sweep the bodies 
away, and the water is just too 
cold to encourage skin divers to 
search for the corpses." 

Many persons postulate on the 
theory of a Lake Michigan Triang¬ 
le similar to its Bermuda cousin, 
held responsible for mysterious 
disappearances down through the 
years. Ludington, in fact, a harbor 
on the lake at the mouth of the 
Pere Marquette River, with a 
population of 9,515, is thought by 
many scientists as one of the three 
points of the infamous Bermuda 
Triangle. □

GERMAN LAKE 

It weighs somewhere in the 
vicinity of 390 pounds, is between 
11-14 feet long and eats more than 
a third of its* weight per day in 
fish, birds and ducks. It lives deep 
beneath the waters of Lake Zwis- 
chenahn, which is approximately 
an hour's drive from Bremen in 
north Germany. 

What makes those who reside 
at Bad Zwischenahn, (population 
20,700) somewhat fearful of the 
water is what they have living in 
their midst: a giant catfish. 

Strangers ip the city find it hard 
to believe this monster fish has 
been seen by many. In fact Bild 
Am Sommtag, which is perhaps ^ 
the country's largest newspaper, 
has set up a catch-the-catfish 
contest, offering a prize of more 
than $2,500 to the winner and a 
reserved tank for the beast at the 
Duisburg zoo. 

One official who spotted the 
great fish is Police Sgt. Peter 
Grunke, who reported: 

“Officer Gerd Dirks and I were 
out in our boat (patrol boat W30) 
making tests on our radio about 
10:25 a.m. when we saw it. The 
rear section was moving in the 
clear water about 15 yards from 
us. The fish was approximately 15 
yards from us. It was about a yard 
shorter than our boat which is 
more than 14 feet long. I was 
shocked! I really didn't know what 
to do. So, I headed the boat 
toward the fish and it dove imder. 

I just couldn't believe it, and if 
there weren't another witness, I 
never would have said a thing. 
But I wrote up my report." 

It's a known fact that catfish 
weighing in excess of 400 pounds 
have been foimd throughout Eu¬ 
rope. But, a9 Grunke says, **this 
is the biggest yet. " □ 


Accounts of spectral armies, 
marching to battle are not uncom¬ 
mon, especially ih Central Europe 
and parts of Britain. Although for 
centuries the apparition of an 
army in the sky was interpreted as 
a portent of battle yet to come or 
the reliving of a past armed 
conflict, such battles have been 
seen from time to time. 

Recorded quite frequently dur¬ 
ing the sixteenth century were 
sightings o^ mass attacks £md 
retreat high over Germany.

And recently—during the early 
winter of 1956, Skye, an island off 
northwest Scotland, in Inverness- 
shire, . hit the headlines as the 
latest spectral army center of the 
world. 

During November of that year, 
Peter Zinovieff and his half-broth¬ 
er, Patrick Skip worth, were camp¬ 
ing in Cullen Mountains. 

Early one morning, Peter heard 
strange noises and opened the 
tent flap.

He immediately 
awoke Patrick who also saw them. 

The following night, they sat up 
imtil 3 AM to see if the spectral 
army would return. Nothing hap¬ 
pened, and so they went to sleep, 
having pitched their tent earlier 
further up in the mountains. 

At about 4 AM, just one hour 
after they turned in, they were 
awakened by the same noises that 
rocked them awake the night 
before—the sound of many men. 

This time, the ghostly army was 
retreating, stumbling across the 
boulders, looking half dead with 
exhaustion. 

When it became light, the men 
ran down the mountain and 
straight into the first 1i)uilding they 
came to, the Sligachan Hotel, 
telling their story to a local man, 
Mr. Ian Campbell.

record keeping. All their studies 
pointed in the same direction. 
Whatever force was responsible, 
it could identify, isolate, and 
locate virtually anything the dow¬ 
ser chose to search for. It could 
locate items hidden in the room, 
or buried thousands of miles 
away. And it could report its 
finding s in whatever code the* 
dowser used to interpret the 
motions of his forked stick, 
spring-loaded wand, or crystal 
pendulum. Such behavior can only 
be the product of intelligence. 
Clearly, the dowsing phenomenon 
is not a mechanical thing like 
magnetism taking place in the 
objective environment, but is a 
sensory property of the dowser 
himself. 

If this is true, the implications 
are astounding. Being able to 
“see" into the bowels of the earth 
hundreds of miles away is not 
normal sensory perception; it is 
Extra-Sensory Perception, ESP. 
The subject has been the topic of 
much literature in recent years, 
but the general consensus is still 
that most of the evidence for ESP 
is probably a hoax. Clairvoyants 
who can see events miles away, 
telepaths, psychometrists, and 
the like are regarded as very 
unusual people. They are a rare 
and strangely gifted few, most 
people believe, and each of them 
is the subject of much suspicion. 
However, dowsing is a very 
common ability. It is well docu¬ 
mented, professionally recog¬ 
nized, and the subject of serious 
study both in and out of govern¬ 
ment. It is practiced by folks from 
many walks of life, including 
neo-pagans and fundamentalist 
Christians, scientists and hillbil¬ 
lies. Apparently almost anyone 
can be taught to do it. Bevy 
Jaegers, the St. Louis psychic 
crime4 investigator, has taught 
classes at the college level in 
dowsing and such psychic practi¬ 
ces, and the results, very positive 
results, are public record. 

How it works is still a mystery; 
that it works is a fact. There are 
today thousands of people who 
dowse. More are learning every 


year. People are being systemati¬ 
cally trained to develop this 
faculty in classrooms by such 
teachers aa Christopher Hills and 
Bevy Jaegers. It appears that 
many, if not all of us have lying 
dormant within us a new and 
wonderful sensory ability just 
waiting to be acknowledged and 
developed. 

Imagine a culture in which 
everyone—or almost everyone— 
had been bom blind for so many 
generations that the language no 
longer contained words for color. 
A few of them claimed some 
strsmge ability to perceive things 
at a distance, but they quickly 
learned to act like the others to 
survive among them. Then sud¬ 
denly, over perhaps only one or 
two generations, they all begin to 
jregain their sight. Who among 
them could have imagined the 
incredible changes that would 
take place in their lives and their 
culture? Who among us can 
imagine what changes will take 
place hi our lives if, as the 
prevalence of dowsing seems to 
indicate, we are developing the 
ability to obtain objective infor¬ 
mation about any point on or in 
the world, as though we could fly 
there like phantoms and see with 
eyes in the depths of the earth? 

What if dowsers discovered that 
they could locate accurately all the 
guided missile sites in the world? 
Today our governments spend 
billions on creating, concealing, 
and spying out such “military 
secrets." Countries and great 
companies are built upon the 
preservation of certain bodies of 
privileged information. The 
course of such organizations can 
be radically changed by the 
revelation of such information, as 
in the Watergate affair. What 
secrets might become public 
knowledge when people begin to 
experiment with their newfoimd 
sense, a sense which can distin¬ 
guish water from oil and hand- 
hewn stones from natural stones 
buried underground in another 
county? Our systems of govern¬ 
ment and business will surely 
undergo great changes as this

you saw me." —Pekin Times. 

The byline refers to a small-cir¬ 
culation newspaper—now de¬ 
funct-published in Pekin, Illi¬ 
nois, adjacent to Peoria County. 

This report holds less detail and 
is about one-third the length of 
the LeRoy, Kansas account as 
printed in the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat on April 21, 1897 (and 
two days later in the Yates Center 
Farmers^ Advocate). Yet the two 
coincide on several significant 
points. 

The trio of witnesses in the 
Peoria County incident were 
roused from sleep at night by 
"bellowing of cattle"; similarly, it 
was "a noise among the cattle" 
aroimd 10:30 p.m. that alerted the 
observers, also numbering three 
during the airship’s close-in ma¬ 
neuvers, at LeRoy, Kansas. 

Descriptions of the airborne 
vehicles are practically identical. 
The Illinois story recounted "a 
large object with brilliant lights... 
about 300 feet long"; Alexander 
Hamilton testified that the intrud¬ 
ing craft over his Kansas farm was 
"brilliantly lighted", with "a 
great cigar-shaped portion possi¬ 
bly three hundred feet long" and 
included a "carriage" under it. 
Both aerial devices had passen¬ 
gers. 

The action in Peoria County 
ended when "the airship arose 
dragging a two-year-old steer 
attached to a rope." At the 
Kansas encounter, a "three-year- 
old heifer" was snared by "a 
cable about a half inch in thick¬ 
ness... fastened in a slip knot 
around her neck, one end passing 
up to the vessel". Hamilton and 
the witnesses then watched 
"shi]i4 cow and hll rise slowly" 
into the night sky and disappear to 
the northwest. 

An acquaintance of Mr. Hamil¬ 
ton recovered the "hide, legs and 
head" of his stolen bea^ the next 
day, roughly "three or four miles 
west of LeRoy".. The remains 


They were 
roused from their 
sleep by the 
bellowing of cattle.

They swore 
the airborne 
vehicle was very 
large and 
had passengers. 


were located in a field of soft 
earth, distinctly absent of tracks 
or footprints. According to the 
Minonk Dispatch summary, the 
abducted steer’s "hide" turned 
up ten miles from the near-land¬ 
ing in Peoria County. 

Even the observers’ reactions 
were similar. In each instance, 
they converged on the scene with 
axes. Possibly these were the 
handiest weapons available, once 
they were outside their homes. 

As for the strange accordion 
music in the Peoria County occur¬ 
rence. . .none was heard during the 
incident in Kansas. Still, readers 
familiar with the 1890s sightings 
know that melodies from high-fly¬ 
ing occupants are a baffling, yet 
sometimes prominent aspect of 
the airship legacy. 

Finally, the stories interrelate 
in that they are the only two 
known reports involving livestock 
thievery in the whole register of 
airship incidents. The Peoria 
County story was a chance find; 
perhaps other, similar accounts 
are laying in newspaper morgues 
somewhere, forgotten, awaiting 
discovery. 

The precise date of the Peoria 
Coimty episode is unknown. The 
news summary indirectly sug¬ 
gests it probably happened in 
early or mid-May, scarcely a few 
weeks after the LeRoy, Kansas 
affair, some 350 miles away. 

Now decades removed, it’s hard 
to argue confidently for or against 
the validity of the tale, especially 
with just one printed version in 
hand and no other evidence, 
eyewitness narratives—any¬ 

thing—available for scrutiny. An 
attempt at tracking down the 
Geisert clan for some kind of 
verification, or denial, proved 
futile. They, the nameless vagrant 
and the airship have escaped into 
time. 

Only a yellowed press dispatch, 
and its whisper of mystery, re¬ 
main with us. □

to exceed speeds of existing Earth 
crafts, making the trip between 
Earth and Titan a matter of only a 
few days, despite the 795 million 
mile distance. Nuclear physicist 
Stanton Friedman believes Titan 
would be an ideal planet for space 
traveling aliens because space 
fuel to power the crafts is readily 
available there, including isotopes 
of hydrogen and helium. “Titan's 
siu^ace gravity is low, making it 
easy to land on and take off 
from," Friedman further be¬ 
lieves. 

Dr. Monteith agrees. “Titan is 
probably being used as an alien 
space station. It would be a good 
point from which to study our 
solar system as a whole." 

Dr. Bozhich has taken the 
information he has gathered, and 
made hypotheses about the nature 
of the area and its inhabitants. 
“These aliens have come from a 
planet definitely within our ga¬ 
laxy, beyond our sun. This planet 
is only slightly ahead of us 
technologically, as few as 60 
years. Therefore, it is very likely 
that it has spawned life very much 
like ours. Its beings are probably 
human in appearance." (Fried¬ 
man supports the theory that the 
Titan aliens look like us. He made 
reference to the hundreds of

beings. All sighted aliens give the 
impression of being hiunanoid 
creatures with large heads and 
^mall bodies.) y 

/ Dr. Bozhich is heavily involved 
with the Titan phenomenon and 
revealed that the Soviet Union's 
study of UFOs has “gone into 
high gear." The Soviet Academy 
of Sciences, which imtil recently 
ignored UFOs, has now reversed 
its policy by asking the Russians 
to report any and all sightings. 
Though this may provoke numer¬ 
ous bogus accounts, it may also 
encourage individuals, previously 
fearful of rebuff, to come forward 
with their information. So far, 
thouswds of accoimts of sightings 


have poured in this year," Dr. 
Bozhich said. 

To further prove the interest of 
the Academy, last August they 
authorized the construction of a 
nation-wide UFO observation net¬ 
work. Its officially-approved ob¬ 
jective is to coordinate the track¬ 
ing of extraterrestrial vehicles 
over Russia. (This move was made 
in light of the recent numerous 
sightings over Russia, including 
94 sightings over Petrozarodsk, 18 
over Pyatigorsk, 23 ovor Nizhnita- 
gil, 44 over Estoma, and 36 near 
Kiev, according to Dr. Bozhich). 

Now that there are individuals 
who actually believe that some¬ 
thing is alive on Titan, the only 
course to take is a pursuance of 
the available information. Know¬ 
ledge is the most valuable object 
in this issue and since the 
Russians are eager to learn more, 
we wonder where these findings' 
w^ lead us and what effect they 
will have on our future and in the 
discovery of other life forms on 
other planets. 

Despite the findings of Russian 
scientists, U.S. space officials are 
not yet prepared to concentrate 
their energies on this investiga¬ 
tion only. Time will tell what 
direction the Titan mystery will 
take. But for now all we can do is 
wait and watch the skies. □

and 4 a.m. Most of the water, 
350,000 gfdlons, was missing from 
an overhead tank, and 71,000 
gallons from a storage tank on the 
ground. 

City Manager Morris Howard 
was Ederted to the problem early 
in the morning when residents 
began calling to complain that 
there was no water at all in their 
pipes. Investigation showed that 
the tanks were dry, and police 
were dispatched throughout the 
city to check all fire hydrants in 
search of what the utilities depart¬ 
ment assumed was a giant leak. 
Only a small one was foimd in one 
hydrant, and it would have taken 
weeks to empty either tank. 

Superintendent of Water-Sewer 
Operations, Vernon Kizier, and 
Director of Public Works Bud 
Founderburk analyzed every as¬ 
pect of the incident, but found no 
natural explanation. 

“There's an explanation," 
claimed Howard, “we just haven't 
hit it yet."

of anything is considered magical 
or mystical; the Holy Trinity is an 
instance of this. Most religious 
and social systems of primitive 
African cultures are based on 
three. Thus, the idea of three was 
never really given to man by 
others; he creates the concept 
from his own archetypes. In fact, 
the whole study of numerology is 
little more than the study of man’s 
application of numericcd arche¬ 
types. 

Paramnesia could be the result 
of archetypes acting upon man. 
These basic conceptions, found in 
the subconscious of all men, are 
often accepted without question 
as inherited knowledge. However, 
these archetypes could cause the 
phenomenon of deja vue to occur. 
Surroimded by a high number of 
archet 3 rpes (such as fire, isolation, 
or three of something), man 
experiences a sensation in which 
his consciousness feels **at 
home”, in the presence of its truly

natural environment. Therefore, 
any progression of archetypes 
could cause an illusion of being in 
a certain place or time before.

Naturally, the 
major problem in trying to verify 
such a theory is that paramnesia 
cannot really be artifically created 
with unbiased control. Perhaps 
the most positive proof for the 
archetypal profession proposal 
would involve personal testimony 
after a sensation of deja vue has 
occurred. When paramnesia oc¬ 
curs, the presence of any arche¬ 
types in the situation could be 
noted. Further investigation could 
help to prove or disprove the 
validity of this new school of 
thought. 

In the meantiipie, deja vue still 
remains as one of the most 
definite but inexplicable of all 
psychic phenomenon. □

the British government’s appro¬ 
val. Power wrote how the Hamp¬ 
shire had - been sabotaged with 
time bombs, and had at least one 
German agent on board! Power 
also claimed to have met a 
mysterious 13th survivor, who 
wasn’t listed officially. This man 
gave Power the complete details 
of Kitchener’s death. He told 
Power thatjie was provided with a 
life pension on the groimds that 
he keep his mouth shut. Power did 
not reveal his identity. This 
mysterious person claimed to 
have witnessed Kitchener’s 
death. 

According to the survivor. 
Kitchener rowed in a pinnace and 
reached the Orkney cliffs. The 
boat overturned, but Kitchener 
scrambled to safety. He waited 
two nights for rescue. He was 
found by two seamen, one of 
which was the 13th survivor. The 
other was a German agent. The 
German attacked Kitchener and 
they both fell into the water. 

Power’s articles were ignored 
by the government, but to the 
British people, this sounded like 


He led Britain’s 
military forces 
through a bitter 
struggle, and now, 
years later, he 
found himself the 
victim of a curse.

an admission of guilt. Power later 
announced he had come up with 
the boat in which Kitcheper rowed 
ashore, and exibited it. The public 
was angered at the government 
because of these findings, and 
they supported Power. He was 
urged to form a political organiza¬ 
tion, the National Kitchener 
League, to bring the truth to the 
people. In late August, Power 
revealed that he located Kitchen¬ 
er’s grave. He had it carried back 
to England, where he planned to 
have a funeral. However, Scotland 
Yard detectives confiscated it, and 
when they opened it, there was 
nothing there. Power lost his 
support, and the Admiralty pub¬ 
lished its account of what happen¬ 
ed to the Hampshire which refut¬ 
ed all of Power’s theories. Power 
could not challenge that account, 
and the furor faded. 

Was the government telling the 
truth? Were Power’s findings 
nothing but a hoax? Would Kitch¬ 
ener have drowned anyway, due 
to the curse put on him in 
Khartoum? We probably will 
never know. □

told reporters, “I was surprised 
by an orange-brown, long-haired, 
four-foot-tall ape-like creature 
which leapt out of a tree 20 yards 
from me, making a screeching 
sound as it disappeared among 
ferns. It was not until some 
months later while reading 
through some Aboriginal legends 
that I came upon accounts of a 


hairy ape-like beast whose de¬ 
scription matched that of the 
creature I had seen.” 

Gilroy believes that the Yowie is 
basically very shy. “The creature 
is a sort of gentle great ape and it 
is very, fiightened of humans,” he 
says. “They sleep in trees, rock 
overhangs, and caves—but al¬ 
ways in the most inaccessible 


regions and always close to fresh 
water.” 

Is the Yowie a survivor of the 
ice age, as Gilroy believes? Or.is 
the creature a supernatural entity, 
as the Aborigines believe? No one 
knows. But investigators in Aus¬ 
tralia are seeking the answer, and 
their findings may turn the sden- 
tffic world upside-down. □

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Weird Doings In Chicago 


On file with the Gresham 
District Police Department, Chi¬ 
cago, Illinois, is a detailed report 
which describes in frightening 
detail one family’s encoimter with 
forces far beyond the scope of 
everyday law enforcement work. 

In fact, so “far beyond” had 
been the events in the South Ellis 
Avenue apartment that the report 
filed by Sgt. William Morris—a 
policeman since 1956—wasn't 
quite believed by his fellow patrol¬ 
men. They thought the incidents 
covered in the lengthy police 
communication were quite funny, 
and couldn't stop laughing and 
kidding him about them. But their 
laughter ceased when they inves¬ 
tigated for themselves. 

Since mid-June, 1979, when the 
bizarre happenings began, jovial¬ 
ity in the Blakely home had been 
at a bare minimum . When Lon- 
neice, 8, and her 82-year-old great 
aunt Sadie Walters arrived from 
Springfield for a summer visit, the 
encounters began to erupt. 

“It started in the little girl's 
bedroom,'' said Mrs. Cherrill 
Blakley. “Medicine bottles start¬ 
ed falling over. Well, I didn't 
think anything of it. I just thought 
someone might have knocked 
them over. 

“But then boxes of toys we had 
sitting on top of a wastebasket fell 
over, and grandmother Blakley's 
false teeth started doing a dance. 
That's what I call it, they were 
doing a dance.'' 

At first, the family laughed over 
the incidents, feeling it was just a 
joke between the elder great aimt 
and the young girl. But the 
laughter stopped one night soon 
afterward. 

“After everyone went to bed, 
Lon^ice and her great aunt woke 
up^nd told us a doll wouldn't stay 
on the table and that a pictme fell 
from the wall,'' said Mrs. Blakley. 

“My husband, Laurence, took 
the doll and put it on a shelf and 
then took^the picture and tied a

string to it and nailed it to the 
wall. . 

“You're not going to believe 
this, but before we had a chance 
to walk the hallway, the doll had 
jumped from the room mto the 
kitchen—a distance of six feet— 
and the picture fell. It looked like 
someone had cut the string. My 
husband and I talked about it, and 
we concluded that those two were 
playing their jokes again. . 

“Then on July 28, I was taking 
a bath and Laurence was watching 
television. It was about 9:30 p.m. 
Bee Bee, (Mrs. Walters) came 
into the bathroom 

“She said. I'm not going to stay 
in that room back there one more 
night. You just come back here 
and see what has happened.' 
Well, we went back there and all 
the dresser drawers were turned 
upside down on the floor. We put 
the drawers back in. 

“We had our backs turned and 
were just going up the hallway 


when we heard a bang. We 
jumped back and saw Lonneice in 
bed and one of the drawers on the 
floor. There was no way she could 
have done it that quicUy and got 
back to bed.'' 

Immediately, the family moved 
Lonneice into another room. “We 
turned the lights off, and we 
heard this noise and went back 
and looked and the jewelry box 
had fallen off the dresser. Then 
we put them in my room. Nothing 
happened right away, but before 
we could sit down, we heard 
‘boom.' The lamp on the night 
table fell over.'' 

When police arrived, the family 
reported being beset by similar 
incidents. Lamps float through the 
air of their own accord. A teakettle 
jumps off the stove. A water 
bucket appears to float knee-high 
off the floor, then descends with a 
splash and a thump. 

The following is part of Sergent 
Morris' written report to his 
headquarters made after visiting 
the “haunted” premises: 

“The reporting sergeant (Mor¬ 
ris) observed many items that had 
been knocked over and broken, 
such as small radios, lamps, 
glasses, etc. As the reporting 
sergeant started to leave the 
bedroom, a crash was heard and 
he turned back to see what it was. 
It was observed that a picture, 
which had been on the dresser, 
was now on the floor, broken.” 

Added Morris: “Every time 
they (fellow officers) see me 
coming, they start making ghost 
soimds, little remarks and stuff. 

“But it would be very unusual 
to go without making a report on 
something like this. If I didn't 
make a report, it would kind of 
indicate I believed something was 
happening there, something we 
couldn't do anything about.' If you 
make a report, though, it felt 
you're showing that you don't 
believe it, that there's someone 
else doing this.” □
